Prospects Good For Halt 
In Latin American War

ca's firsit war in 34 years, and 
today the pi-ospects for a halt in 
the fighting looked better. 


El Salvador Foreign Minister 
Francisco Jose Guerrero said 
tlie oease-fire, organized by the 
Organization of 
A m e r i c a n 
States, would go into effect at 
dawn today. He sa'id this ward 
had been sewt to the command 
posts at the three fronts on 
which the Salvadoran army in- 
vaded Honduras. 


Guerrero made clear, howev- 
er, that has government had not 
signed an aign-cemenit for a per- 
manent cease-fire, but Latin- 
American diplomats in Wash- 
ington were reported putting fi- 
nal (touches on peace documents 
for the two wainring neighbors.

conino National Foiest. 


The Forest Service built two 
campgrounds nearby so visitors 
can, with a little imagination, 
take on the role of astronauts 
walking across the lunar sur­ 
face. 


The craters were blasted out 
of Cinder Lake by 143 explosive 
charges a few weeks ago. Cin- 
der Lake is a dry lake bed cov­ 
ered wxth volcanic cinder and 
ashes.

A small army of “silent sentinels’* has as^ 
sunied a new responsibility in ^lichigan. 


These are the men and women of the vanoua 
health departments, at local and state levels, 
who have the added cliarge of enforcing the 
state’s newest statute aimed at guarding tli« 
pubhc health. 


Public Act 269, adopted by the state leg is­ 
lature last year, erects another bulwark for the 
piotection of the consumer. This time it is tlie 
person who patronizes a food service establish­ 
ment or buys a perishable food or beverajre from 
a vending macliine who is the beneficiary. 


The law is desi'^ned to protect the public 
healtli by providir ^ 
' - w the statewide licensing 
of all food service o. .rations seiTing the public, 
aiid all vending machine l(x;ations. Standards of 
food sanitation are spelled out, as are enforce­ 
ment pi’ocedures. 


This means a new system of protective con­ 
trols for the persons who freuent a favorite rest­ 
aurant or cafeteria, an occasional “church sup­ 
per” or hot dog stand at the circus. The kind of 
operation doesn’t m atter. It can be a i*egular 
establishment, one maintained by a religious or 
fraternal organization or a food service opera­ 
tion within a school or other institution. The 
lone criterion by which to judge coverage under 
the law is the sale of food to the public.

There are about 30,000 food dispensing op­ 
erations in Michigan today, of which one-third 
are vending machine operations. All of them 
came under licensure on May 1. 


The basic protections for ^Ir. and Mrs. Aver­ 
age Citizen ai*e against food-borne disease and 
food poisoning. 


Tliere is no intent to imply that Michigan’s 
populace has been totally unprotected in the food 
sei*vice area in the piist. There has been a patch­ 
work of ordinances and regulations in some com­ 
munities, in many counties. Some were good, 
others weak. Enforcement was equally varied, 
sometimes practically nonexistent. 


Food industry associations were quick to 
recognize the advantages to them of uniform 
standai*ds. They allied themselves with public 
health officials in promotion of the cause with 
state Legislators.

Since adoption of the act last year, the Mich­ 
igan Department of Public Health a n d local 
health departments have been gearing up to im­ 
plement the law. The pi-ocess was aided by a 15- 
member Food Service Sanitation Advisory Com­ 
mittee appointed from among the ranks of state 
and county health officials industry and educa­ 
tion representatives. 


John Q. Public turns out to be the greatest 
ground-gainer in this ball game, although he 
wasn’t even carrying the ball. Knowle<lge of the 
citizenry about the potential health dangers in 
the food seiTice industry is negligible. Conse­ 
quently there w'as a lack of public pressure for 
th# kind of refonn embodied in Act 269.

Watchdogs of the public health moved to 
fashion an improved program, Ivegislators recog­ 
nized the need for an improvement in the law 
and now everyone benefits when they patronize 
a food sei*vice establishment oi- vending machine.

Green Bay Next? 


The Chicago & North Western Railway Co., 
which this w'eek discontinued passenger service 
to the Upper Peninsula after nearly a century, 
has sounded an ominous note foi- the City of 
Green Bay. Wis., now the northern terminus for 
C&NTW passenger service. 


Railroad officials announced that the bar 
car has been taken off Chicago to Green Bay 
trains in an effort to reduce losses on the nm. 
Passenger service l)etween Chicago & Green Bay 
has been losing an average of $160,000 per year, 
the railroad said, and the bar car is responsible 
for $50,000 of those losses. 


Removal of the bar car. while an economy 
move now, may signal the first step toward 
eventual discontinuance of all passenger servvice, 
except foi* commuter trains, north of Chicago. 
For as services are cut back, passengers decline.

Millions of American soldiers 
poured into France for an 11- 
month 
campaign 
to 
crush 
Adolph 
Hitler and his Nazi 
hordes after Yank division;» se­ 
cured a foothold during the 
first few weeks oi tiie battle 
for Mormandy 
followhig ih« 
Omaha Beach invasion. 


In the forefront of that in­ 
vasion were the Army’s 29th, 
1st and 4th Infantry Divisions, 
all specially ti*ained for one of 
history’s mightiest military ac­ 
tions. All paid a heav'y cost in 
lives, but their valor in over­ 
coming 
almost 
impenetrable 
coastal defeix^es enabled the 
Allies to crack the great At­ 
lantic Wall of Hitler’s forU est 
Europe. 


^ e leading formations — 
the 118th Infantry of the 29th 
Division and the 16th Infantry 
of the Isit Division — ran into 
a German division on maneu­ 
vers in the Omaha Beach area 
which threw the Allied inva­ 
sion timetable off schedule.

known. None is ashamed of a 
choking feeling in his throat 
oi- of the tears which come to 
his eyes. 


Both the cas.ualty figui'es and 
the distinguished unit citations 
attest to the gallantry of men 
of the 29th Division during the 
invasion and first month of ac­ 
tion on the Eurojjean continent. 


Its June, 1944, casualty figure 
of 4,686, including 1,154 killed 
and 565 missing, probably was 
one of the largest for any di­ 
vision paiiicipating in the in­ 
vasion and early action of the 
Normandy campaign. Before the 
war ended in May, 1945, the 
division was to count a total of 
20,324 casualties. 


The acts of courage — many 
others were never known and 
never officially I'ecognized — 
were i-eflected in the awards of 
the Distinguished Service Cross, 
the Silver Star and the Brcmze 
Star. Twenty-four DSC’s alone 
were presented to officers and 
men of the 29th for action dur­ 
ing the first three days on the 
Omaha beachhead. 


Distinguished unit citation« 
were to the 116th and 115th In­ 
fantry Regiments and the 121st 
Combat Engineer Battalion for 
their part in D-Day achieve­ 
ments by the 29th Infanti’y Di­ 
vision. The entir^ division and 
its attached units was official­ 
ly recognized more than tw^o 
years later when the Republic 
of France awarded it the Croix 
de Guere with Palm.

A small army of “silent sentinels” has as­ 
sumed a new responsibility in Michigan. 
These are the men and women of the various 
health departments, at local and state levels, 
w ho have the added charge of enforcing the 
state's newest statute aimed at guarding tim 
public health. 
Public Act 2(19, adopted by the state le g is­ 
lature last year, erects another bulwark for the 
prot ection of the consumer. This time it is the 
person who patronizes a food service establish­ 
ment or buys a perishable food or beverage from 
a vending machine who is the beneficiary. 
The law’ is designed to protect the public 
health by provider 
' >r the statewide licensing 
of all food service e orations serving the public, 
aud all vending machine locations. Standards of 
food sanitation are spelled out, as are enforce­ 
ment procedures. 
This means a new system of protective con­ 
trols for the persons who freuent a favorite r e s t ­ 
aurant or cafeteria, an occasional “church sup­ 
per” or hot dog stand at Hie circus. The kind of 
operation doesn’t matter. It can lie a regular 
establishment, one maintained by a religious or 
fraternal organization or a food service opera­ 
tion within a school or other institution. The 
lone criterion by which to judge coverage under 
the law is the sale of food to the public. 
*

There are about 30,000 food dispensing op­ 
erations in Michigan today, of which one-third 
aie vending machine operations. All of them 
came under licensure on May I. 
The basic protections for Mr. and Mrs. Aver­ 
age Citizen are against food-borne disease and 
food poisoning. 
There is no intent to imply th a t Michigan’s 
populace has been totally unprotected in the food 
service area in the past. There has been a patch­ 
work of ordinances and regulations in some com­ 
munities. in many counties. Some were good, 
others weak. Enforcement was equally varied, 
sometimes practically nonexistent. 
Food industry associations were quick to 
recognize the advantages to them of uniform 
standards. They allied themselves with public 
health officials in promotion of the cause with 
state Legislators.

Since adoption of the act last year, the Mich­ 
igan Department of Public Health a n d local 
health departments have been gearing up to im­ 
plement the law. The process was aided by a 15- 
member Food Service Sanitation Advisory Com­ 
mittee appointed from among the ranks of state 
and county health officials industry and educa­ 
tion representatives. 
John Q. Public turns out to be the greatest 
gixmnd-gainer in this ball game, although he 
wasn’t even carrying the ball. Knowledge of the 
citizenry about the potential health dangers in 
the food sendee industry is negligible. Conse­ 
quently there was a lack of public pressure for 
th# kind of reform embodied in Act 269.

Watchdogs of the public health moved to 
fashion an improved program, legislators recog­ 
nized the need for an improvement in tile law 
and now everyone benefits when they patronize 


a food service establishment or vending machine. 


G reen Bay N e x t? 


The Chicago & North Western Railway Co., 
which this week discontinued passenger service 
to the Upper Peninsula after nearly a century, 
has sounded an ominous note for the City of 
Green Bay, Wis., new the northern terminus for 
C&NAV passenger service. 
Railroad officials announced that the bar 
ear has been taken off Chicago to Green Bay 
trains in an effort to reduce losses on the run. 
Passenger service between Giicago & Green Bay 
has been losing an average of $160,000 per year, 
the railroad said, and the bar car is responsible 
for $50,000 of those losses. 
Removal of the bar car. while an economy 
move now, may signal the first step toward 
eventual discontinuance of all passenger servvice, 
except for commuter trains, north of Chicago.

Forest Fire 
Record Good 


LANSING 
A P' — Michigan's 
forest fire record has been good 
so far this year. but there may 
be danger ahead, says the chief 
o! the Natural Resources De­ 
partm ent forest fire division. 
“The unusually heavy rainfall 
throughout the state since early 
May kept the fire total down,” 
said Milton Bergman 
“ But at the sam e tim e,” he

acres have been burned by fires

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FLOOR PLANS: The first floor and the second floor have a sim ilar layout, with the 
rooms surrounding a central hail. Covered porch at rear right can be entered from 
separate entrance. 


Two bearing walls on each side 
of the foyer carry the m ain 
supports from the first floor 
straight up to the roof, m ini­ 
mizing the siz.es of the wood 
joists and reducing the total 
amount of lumber.

So far this year only 6..581 
acres have been burned by fires.
